3. According to a source close to Santiago Carrillo, Commmist Minister in 
the Giral Goverment, the latter received a communication to the effect 
that two mombere of the Junta Supresa of the AFARE (Agrupacion de Fuerzas 
Srmades de la Republica Eapenola)had reached Hendaye in early Decenber ; 
having come from Barcelona. One of them is Eugenio Serra. These two 
mon were the only members of the organization's central committee who 
eacaped arrest when many of the group were taken into custody some time 
ago, (See SQ-1596 for information on the roundup of AFARE leaders, whioh 
took place in October). Reportedly, the message ateted that Serra and his
